In searching for the crown of light, 


3?rofessor Lee urged the amateur ob- 
servers to use smoked glass. 
"I do 


not mean smoked glasses, but real 
emoked grlass," he said. 
"The glass 


should bo large enough so both eyes 
may be used, and should be heavily 
smoked." 


The preparations for the observa- 


tions by the smoked glass- army may 
be made the night before the eclipse 
A heavy coating- of "smoke" may be 
had by holding the glass over a- burn- 
ing candle if an old fashioned oil 
lamp is not available. The darkening 
of the glass should be made as even as 
possible on a glass large'enough to en- 
able one to keep both eyes open while 
looking at the sun. 


The eclipse, which Is to be caused 


"by the moon passing between trie sun 
«.nd, the earth, will begin at S 03 A. 
M, Saturday Jan. 24, regardless of 
•n-eather conditions. 
Tf it is a cold, 


crisp morning the chanco of seeing 
the eclipse will be especially good, as 
Professor Lee says the sun probably 
Trtll rise crystal clear under such con- 
ditions. The shadow of the moon will 
begin to creep over the sun and when 
the entire body is between the earth 
and the sun, the "crown of light" will 
become visible to those In the line of 
totality.

The exemption of $2,500 is allowed 
married couples only if they li-ve to- 
gether.

THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE 


Governor Elaine sends an interesting 


message to the legislature and it contains 
appropriate recommendations. It seems to 
indicate a stand for economy that may lead 
to some resnlts. He wants a short ses- 
sion of the legislature and the legisla- 
ture has agreed to this. He wants the 
budget system applied to highway expen- 
ditures, proposes some sharp reductions in 
appropriations and further legislation in 
the interest of economy. In all of these 
recommendations we can heartily concur. 
Just how far the governor is willing to go 
to save money to the taxpayers of "VTis- 
consin and to bring about economy in 
state expenditures, as well as the legisla- 
ture's response, are-matters that only the 
next three months can determine. They 
will depend principally ^upon how much 
sincerity there is for the cause of economy 
in the legislative and executive branches 
of state government, and how little of 
politics. 


The demand all over the country is for 


economy. 
State governments are fol- 


lowing the pattern set by the federal gov- 
ernment in reducing expenditures and 
forcing economy upon spendthrift politi- 
cians. In New York Governor Smith rec- 
ommends a reduction in the income tax 
rate. 
"We can stand snch legislation in 


"Wisconsin to the advancement of general 
prosperity and the recovery of our indus- 
trial development. 
"VThat the governor 


means by his proposal to readjust the 
burdens of taxation is probably best indi- 
cated by his attitude toward the question 
of taxation in the last legislature. 
"We 


can go all the way with him in the propo- 
sition that taxes should rest "upon the 
principle that those who are best able to 
pay should bear their actual share of the 
burdens of government.'" In other words, 
we should tax wealth, and not poverty, 
having at all times due regard for the 
stimulation of productive enterprise and 
healthy commercial and industrial activ- 
ity. 
Any application of taxation which 


represses or throttles business and indus- 
try, no matter how plausible it may ap- 
pear on the surface as an adjustment of 
taxation on the "best-able-to-pay" basis, 
is wrong and subversive. It does not aid 
in any way those it is intended to benefit, 
but rather injures them, both by restric- 
ing the profitable employment of their en- 
ergies and by increasing the cost of liv- 
ing. 
The principle is entirely sound. Its 


application, however, is a test of practical 
and intelligent understanding of economic 
laws, coupled with a reasonable attitude 
toward successful business, as well as con- 
cern for those less successful.

counties, the adoption of a forestry pro- 
gram, establishment of a northern lakes 
park, and enactment of an indeterminate 
sentence law. all of which is to the point 
and should have the approval of the legis- 
lature.

The total of all taxes has decreased, 


for national reductions have exceeded 
state and local increases.

In youths and children the blood pressure is lower 


than 'the avergae I have given; In adults of mature 
la~e it is higher. As a rough and ready working 
rule a systolic pressure is not considered beyond 
normal limits until it exceeds 140 millimeters mer- 


CUThe blood pressure is excessive in many disease 
conditions If now and then the physician, can find 
no other abnormality or defect, in a physical exam- 
ination, then excessive blood pressure, that does 
not warrant the conclusion that "high blood pres- 
sure" or "hypertension"- is a disease in itselt. it 
should be attributed rather to the Imperfect diag- 
nostic methods available at this stage of the art. 
It is only within the last few years that we have 
attempted to diagnose disease in the very begrimung 
of functional disturbance. 
Since high blood pressure is only part and par- 


cel of some disease condition, it is obviously im- 
possible to specify the cause or suggest a remedy, 
without some definite knowledge of the nature of 
the disease of which it is a sign or feature. It 
would be a serious mistake to find out or guess 
that you have high blood pressure and then under- 
take experiments in the attempt to lower it. In 
many instances the high blood pressure is an essen- 
tial change and if it is necessary- to maintain the 
circulation against abnormalities insident to disease, 
surely it would he foolish to attempt to reduce .the 
blood pressure. So I finish in sarcastic vein after 
all—if you think you have high blood pressure, 
consult a physician.

It all came about recently when

It was then decided to 
seal them up in dust-proof containers. 


Here's how it is dona. 
Interiors of freight cars in which 


Lincolns are loaded are first swept 
and then thoroughly scrubbed, water 
from a hose even being played on the 
top to make certain there are no 
leaks in th© roof. After the car is 
cleaned and dried, the floor Is covered 
with dust proof paper. The Lincoln is 
carefully blocked. Into place and then 
seatled up in the big paper bag. 


It takes eight men to properly fix 


the paper 
container about the car. 
Just before it is sealed a. special in- 
spector, carrying a powerful spot light 
enters and carefully examines the 
piano-like finish of the body to make 
sure that it has not been scratched 
during the covering process and to 
see also that the container is pro- 
perly in place and will not rub against 
the car. "With this Inspection com- 
pleted, the paper bag ^ sealed. 


When it arrives at uestination, the 


container is cut open, and the Lin- 
coln comes out, clean, fresh-looking 
and Inviting—as glossy and bright as 
when it.left the factory-
